to the cause of education in Ken-j 
tucky.' .This is a sweeping statement, 
and challenges an investigation of the 
grounds noon which it is made. Accord- 
ing to the report there are 137,100 white 
pupil children in tho State, and 'the 
census of eolored*pnpil children reaches 
the surprising aggregate of 37,414.' Is 
there a-men in Kentucky who can be- 
lieve that the presence of one black child 
to twelve white children in the State can 
be 'fatal to the cause of education in 
Kentucky?' Whether tho Civil Bights 
Mil passes or not, our 'Kentucky educa- 
tional system should give these 37,000 
Mack cbildien 'equal' opportunities with 
the 438,000 white children to attend 


L school. Louisville, Lexington, Coving- 
*-ton,, Paris, Cyntbiaun, nod other cities 


have already taken this step, and it has 
been accompanied by no fatality to the 
• cause of education.' And is it not idle 
to assume that the whole Stute is unable 
to do what these, cities have already 
done? We do not believe that mixed 
schools are necessary or desirable. 
' Equality before the law' can be seen red 
without this featnro."

ABOUT STREETS AND THEIB REPAIRS. 


J-Lt different times we have had some- 


thingVlto' say about Oaklaiia street mat- 
ters—then- openings, improvements, 
past, present and prospective, as well as 
repairs. The most that hns been said 
on any hand, locally, wasi to the effect 
that no' settled plan of operations on 
anyof the above points has ever been 
<TevIs"ea, much less adhered to. Iu the 
first'place, legisiaticn has been loose 
iotd ortldejWith respect, to the, opening of 
streets in Oakland, and granting that 
theMJtwieat system of paving them is 
gootKnough /or the time, there is no 
system in vogue with respect to their 
ret>tiir.: Without * constant attendance 
to'tho latter'details, the present system 
of paving—the macadam with top-dress- 
ing—is an expensive fitaud. These lead- 
ing streets to-day, according to the way 
they are looked after, or left to take care of 
themselves after being turned ovor to the 
city, are truly nothing but a dirty fraud. 
Extra innd in winter—dust in summer. 
They look well at the start, but as wo 
don't look after them afterward, they are 
not equal to the demands of a first-class 
dress parade. These are the blunt facts 
in brief. 


Now, the nest question is, What are 


we going to do about it? As it is, our 
more traveled thoroughfares are full ot 
chuck-holes, and there is practicpHy no 
power to prevent it. San Pablo road, 
north of the City Hall, is in an abom- 
inable condition for at least the distance 
of one mile, anil there is no law to en- 
force repairs. The whole city is aveiso 
to paying for such v.'orlc, aiifl the prop-

culled on to keep up the roads always 
entirely at their own expense. 


It ia clear, then, is it not, that the re- 


sponsibility of repaus sloukl bo divided | 
rjp between those directly nnd generally 
interested?

We are not quite certain, 
but it 


appears that such streets as Broadway, 
Twelfth and Eighth, far instance, bhould 
have been io home extent—and all 
streets of importance as they seemed to 
require—paved and kept in repair by the 
same party. For instance, the gindmg 
and macadamizing is generally dune by 
one or more paving companies; they get 
pad off, 
and have nothing more to do 


•with tho street till the pai. ing is rcquhed 
to all be done over again. Now, the 
question is.tsould not a system of con- 
struction and repair be devised, where- 
by the company dcing the original work 
could also go on and keep up the street 
for a number of years—say ten? When- 
ever ft break occurred they would ba the 
first to see it, and would be always pre- 
pared to fir it at the least expense. 
They could sprinl-Je certain btreets also 
tinder contract, and keep them cleaned 
of rubbish—having the necessary tools 
always ia readiness. Tho question of 
terms might seem hard to lix upon at 
first, but perhaps a just proportion of 
cost and time and conditions of payment 
all round would not be so hard to get at 
satisfactorily upon actual trial, after all. 
There is certainly a legitimate field here 
somewhere for needed legi-htion, and it 
is none too soon for would-be btatesmen 
to seriously think about it. These are 
only a few leading hints, and merely in- 
tended to call attsntion to an important 
feature of local improvement.
